Ford Ferguson’s 108 White Leg¬ 
horns laid 2,033 eggs—an average of 
19 eggs per hen—during the month of 
April, for which Mr. Ferguson re¬ 
ceived $32.11. 

Altho this has been a hard year on 
poultry farmers, there is still a place 
for chiekens on Morgan county farms. 
The amount of money received above 
feed cost per month by these farmers 
ranged from $14.06 to better than

P ROM all quarters of the earth 
men and women of much, little 
or no importance were flocking to 
London for the coronation; the dip¬ 
lomats were trying on their new 
knee breeches; the peeresses were 
buying wigs to make their coronets 
fit more comfortably; the officials, 
troops and horses were being re¬ 
hearsed in their parts; the proprie¬ 
tors of parade seats were desper¬ 
ately trying to dispose of them at 
cut prices; and hotel managers and 
tradesmen of all sorts were prepar¬ 
ing to make lots of money out of 
this thoroughly commercialized af¬ 
fair. It was said by steamship of¬ 
ficials in New York that hundreds 
of Americans booked for the coro¬ 
nation had cancelled their passages, 
but despite this it was certain Lon¬ 
don would be thronged with visitors.

Yet 
that same thing is going on today, 
in the steel business and in other 
heavy commodities. The govern¬ 
ment itself cannot get competitive 
bids for the construction of its pub¬ 
lic works in more than one line. 

There is no way, apparently, to pre¬ 
vent all of the steel companies in 
the country from figuring identical 
prices on steel jobs everywhere, yet 
it is almost impossible to prove col¬ 
lusion. The small steel concerns 
merely follow the leadership of the 
large concerns, which announce a 
price. The smaller concerns use 
the same figures, knowing that 
otherwise they will be in for a com¬ 
mercial licking. 

The government had the trusts of 
30 or 35 years ago almost ready to 
quit, when none other than the late 
Chief Justice Edward White of the 
Supreme court, kindly old conserva¬ 
tive that he was, came to their res¬ 
cue and perpetuated trusts from 
that day until now. In one famous 
opinion he propounded what has 
since been called “the rule of rea¬ 
son” which allowed some trusts 
while it forbad others. This gave 
rise to the idea of “good” and 
“bad” trusts. A good trust is one 
which has established itself and has 
a place in the social and economic 
background of the country. The Su¬ 
preme court practically ruled “You 
will disturb business if you break 
up this combination.” That was the 
end of the trust-busting of the early 
1900s. The curb which Chief Justice 
White then laid upon the anti-trust 
laws still remains. 

If this government actually in¬ 
tends to break up trusts and pre¬ 
vent price combinations, the offi¬ 
cials involved should make up their 
minds that they will be mercilessly 
attacked in a large section of the 
press. Those who can be bought off 
will retire from public life to hand¬ 
some private salaries; the others 
will find their business careers are 
hampered, if not ruined.

The canal begins on the Volga sev¬ 
enty miles below the city of Kalinin 
(formerly Tver), where a large dam 
and hydro-electric station have been 
constructed. The lake formed there 
has been named the Moscow sea and 
is ninety miles long with an area of 
205 square miles. 



New Constitution for 
Ireland Is Published 
L" AM ON DE VALERA, president 
of the Irish Free State, made 
public his proposed new constitution 
for that state which 
is to be ratified or 
rejected at general 
elections and a pleb¬ 
iscite probably late 
in June. The docu¬ 
ment declares all of 
Ireland, its islands 
and territorial seas, 
included in the na¬ 
tional territory, and 
“Eire,” ancient 
name for Ireland, is 
designated the offi¬ 
cial name. Ireland 
is declared a “sovereign and in¬ 
dependent democratic state,” and 
no mention is made of Great Britain. 
The president is to be elected by 
direct vote for a seven year term. 
The Roman Catholic church is given 
special recognition, but other 
churches also are recognized and 
freedom of conscience and practice 
of religion is guaranteed. Titles of 
nobility are prohibited. 

Support of home life is pledged, 
and the constitution declares “no 
law shall be enacted providing for 
the grunt of a dissolution of mar¬ 
riage.” Divorce in other states un¬ 
der civil laws would not be rec¬ 
ognized in Ireland. 

Ulster, the northern part of lie- 
land which does not belong to the 
Free State, received the proposed 
constitution cooly, evincing no de¬ 
sire to unite with the Free State. 
“We definitely prefer our position as 
citizens of the United Kingdom,” 
said the Ulster commerce minister, 
John Milne Barbour, and this 
seemed to be the prevailing senti¬ 
ment. 

Big Strike Is Started in 
Hollywood Movie Plants 
L A LEVEN unions of the Federated 
^ Motion Picture Crafts, with 
about 6,000 members, went on strike 
in Hollywood, Calif., and the great 
film industry there was in serious 
difficulties. The strikers counted 
heavily on co-operation by the Screen 
Actors’ guild, but that body, which 
has 5,600 members, delayed action 
until it could confer with the pro¬ 
ducers. The guild already had pre¬ 
sented a number of demands regard¬ 
ing working conditions and hours 
and overtime pay.

Basques and Rebels Fight 
Fiercely Near Bilbao 
COME of the most desperate fight- 
^ ing of the Spanish civil war was 
taking place in the struggle for Bil¬ 
bao between the sturdy Basques and 
Gen. Emilio Mola’s veterans, reput¬ 
edly mostly Italians and Germans. 
The insurgents had promised not 
to bomb the center of the city but 
bombarded its environs heavily 
from the land and the air. By fierce 
attacks they broke through the 
Basque lines on the Bay of Biscay 
coast, reaching Bilbao’s seaports at 
the mouth of the Nervion river. 

Disregarding the protests of Gen¬ 
eral Franco, Fascist chieftain, the 
British and French governments 
undertook to remove from Bilbao 
a large number of women and chil¬ 
dren. These refugees were taken 
away by merchant vessels while 
British worships guarded outside 
Spanish waters Franco maintained 
Bilbao was a military objective 
and that neutral nations had no 
right to evacuate the civil popula¬ 
tion as this would lift a burden from 
the Basques and permit them to 
concentrate on the defense of the 
city. 


War Department Bill Is 
Biggest Since War Time 
|V ESISTING all efforts of the 
^ would-be economists, the major¬ 
ity in the house passed the War de¬ 
partment appropriation bill carrying 
$416,400,000 for the fiscal year 1938. 
This is the largest army bill ever 
passed in times of peace. 

As passed the measure carries 
increases in the pay of the army 
totaling $5,661,000; clothing and 
equipage, $5,500,000; military post 
construction, $5,400,000; ordnance 
service and supplies, $5,800,000, and 
National Guard, $1,600,000. 

The bill provides more than two 
millions for the acquisition of land 
at Mitchel field, N. Y.; Kelly field, 
Tex.; at Tacoma, Wash., and at 
West Point, N. Y.

federal trade commission had 
sharper teeth than it has today and 
bit a huge chunk right out of the 
aluminum trust—a bite that made 
even the cautious Coolidge wince. 
That bite was a report from the fed¬ 
eral trade commission to congress, 
signed by all the members of the 
commission, Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic alike. The thing disturbed 
President Coolidge, and it is re¬ 
ported that he took steps to see that 
nothing ever came of the report. 
The event made a nine days’ won¬ 
der in the newspapers. Andrew Mel¬ 
lon, who was then secretary of the 
Treasury, pooh-poohed the whole 
thing, and congress, completely Re¬ 
publican, refused to accept the re¬ 
port as anything but a political ef¬ 
fort on the part of Democrat Chair¬ 
man Huston Thompson. But there 
was one man in tftat administration 
who wanted to do something about 
it. He was Attorney General Har¬ 
lan F. Stone. He wanted to prose¬ 
cute, but as he was getting ready 
to launch an attack, President 
Coolidge appointed him to the Su¬ 
preme court. Should the govern¬ 
ment now go ahead with a suit it 
might at least settle the pending 
question whether or not this huge 
business combination is in violation 
of the laws prohibiting monopolistic 
restraint of trade and the fixing of 
prices. 

The information already brought 
to light many times, show’s that the 
Aluminum Company of America 
controls the mines producing the 
minerals which make aluminum; 
that it makes 95 per cent of sheet 
aluminum; owns more than a third 
of the largest manufacturer of alu¬ 
minum products (mainly pots and 
pans), owns all the stock of the sec¬ 
ond largest manufacturing concern; 
and nearly all the stock of still 
another corporation in the same 
general line. 

With all of this information noth¬ 
ing ever happened until the estab¬ 
lishment of NRA, when the Alumi¬ 
num Company of America sought 
certain privileges under the Blue 
Eagle on the‘ground that it was a 
monopoly for, under NRA monopo¬ 
lies had an inside track. Where¬ 
upon, with this admission in the 
open, a certain rival concern 
promptly sued the Aluminum Com¬ 
pany of America, charging that the 
Mellon monopoly had hurt the plain¬ 
tiff’s business. It looked as if the 
question of the aluminum trust 
would be settled right there, but 
before the final court could be 
readied the dispute was settled pri¬ 
vately, and the legal question still 
remains. 

• • • 

Nearly fifty years ago the govern¬ 
ment began to agitate against the 
large groups of corporations which 
combined to kill competition by 
making it impossible for smaller 
concerns to compete in the open 
market. That agitation resulted in 
the Sherman anti-trust law, which 
prohibited combinations “in re¬ 
straint of trade” and agreements 
between corporations to control 
prices. Those were the days when 
“Uncle Trusty” of Uie cartoons used 
to indicate just how much more 
money he wanted to squeeze that 
day out of the little average cona¬ 


tion the government went after the 
meat packers, who resisted the at¬ 
tack with unsuspected power. The 
anti-trust section of the government 
was successful in interfering with 
the large packers’ piracies to the 
extent that in a single year 30 per 
cent of the big packers’ business 
was going to the independent pack¬ 
ers where it belonged. Then the 
big packers showed the methods 
employed by them to control gov¬ 
ernment. They lobbied through con¬ 
gress the repeal of certain laws and 
the enactment of others which put 
control of the packers under the 
Department of Agriculture, where 
everything was hunky-dory under 
the benign rule of Secretary Wal¬ 
lace, father of the young man who 
now has the same job—but diamet¬ 
rically opposite ideas. 

• • • 

The Supreme court showed com¬ 
mon sense and statesmanship (but 
by a hairline majority of five-to- 
four) when it freed a young negro 
communist sentenced to 20 years in 
prison under a rickety Georgia stat¬ 
ute of the reconstruction days. This 
negro. Herndon, had been convicted 
in Georgia of the high-sounding 
crime of inciting a rebellion. Actu¬ 
ally all he had been doing was try¬ 
ing to scrape up a few votes for the 
Communist party which, throughout 
the whole country, counted only 80,- 
000 ballots for Earl Browder, its 
candidate for President. This tiny 
vote, in contrast with 27,000,000 for 
Roosevelt and 17,000,000 for Landon, 
is unimpressive, and Herndon’s part 
was quite inconspicuous, but a ne¬ 
gro agitator in Georgia aertainly has 
little chance to begin with. 

This brings up the subject of 
communists, who are always mop¬ 
ing around Washington, trying to 
pick a row with the police so they 
can be arrested and complain about 
denials of free speech. Yet, what 
they are working for is a form of 
government like Russia’s, where 
free speech is denied to anyone out 
of sympathy with the ruling admin¬ 
istration. 

If the negro Communist Herndon 
had been returned to the Georgia 
jail by the Supreme court he would 
have been the prize exhibit for 
American communists for years to 
come, and professional agitators 
could point to his case as the su¬ 
preme example of American injus¬ 
tice. As it is Herndon goes free, 
and the agitators will have to look 
for another martyr. 

When the court refused to o. k. 
Herndon’s sentence it was in effect 
pointing out that this country is 
not like Italy, Germany or Russia, 
where political disagreements will 
land one in jail or against a firing 
wall with little or no trial. The 
present American method of com¬ 
bating revolutionary and radical 
measures is the common sense re¬ 
gime of liberal policies, rather than 
repressive measures such as Geor¬ 
gia would have inflicted on this man 
Herndon. 

There is much in the idea of Colby 
Chester, who says the success of our 
democracy is largely dependent 
upon the consumers having a large 
enough purchasing power. 

The secret of the New Deal was 
to liberalize life and processes to 
an extent that would prevent radi¬ 
cal agitators from getting any¬ 
where. One of the tough things 
we had to stand was the way the 
Supreme court for two years 
thwarted the achievement of that 
ideal, but it seems now that under 
the leadership of Chief Justice 
Hughes, the court is definitely head¬ 
ed toward a policy of showing that 
the Constitution can be made to 
work for the lasting good of the 
American people, and the expan¬ 
sion of our democracy to meet the 
changing needs.

First, the gov¬ 
ernment tried to increase enlist¬ 
ments by giving every recruit a gid¬ 
dy new blue uniform, absolutely free 
of charge, and still the lads re¬ 
fused. So now, as an appeal which, 
’tis believed, no true Britisher can 
withstand, the military authorities 
announce that, hereafter, Tommy 
Atkins will have time off for after¬ 
noon tea. 

This may be a new' notion for 
peacetime, but, during the great 
war, the custom was maintained 
even up at the front. Many a time 
I’ve seen all ranks, from the briga¬ 
diers on down, knocking off for tea. 
However, this didn’t militate 
against his majesty’s forces, be¬ 
cause, at the same hour, the Ger¬ 
mans, over on their side of the line, 
were having coffee—or what the 
Germans mistake for coffee. And 
the French took advantage of the 
lull to catch up with their bookkeep¬ 
ing on what the allies owed them 
for damage to property, ground 
rent, use of trenches, billeting 
space, wear and tear, etc., etc.

Turner Societies of North America 
was founded, the parent of the 
American Turncrbund, says a writ¬ 
er in the Detroit Free Press. 

By the time of the Civil war Turn¬ 
er societies were strongly intrench¬ 
ed in every community in the United 
States which could boast a German 
population, and there were few of 
any size that couldn’t. 

Despite the fact that their ideals 
were wholly social and athletic and 
had no contact with political activi¬ 
ties, the Turners nevertheless found 
themselves involved in the “Know- 
Nothing” agitation of the 1830’s. The 
“Know* Nothing” movement, which 
began as a political opposition ma¬ 
neuver, was captured by a lawless 
gang element which used it as a 
weapon for the persecution of the 
foreignborn element, especially the 
Germans and the Irish. 

In self-defense the Turners band¬ 
ed into militia companies to pro¬ 
tect their lives and property. Many 
lurid street battles took place in 
Philadelphia and other Pennsylva¬ 
nia centers of German population. 
But when the agitation at last died 
down, the Turners returned to their 
games and singing contests.
